INCENDIARISM 
OTTAWA. 


Hundreds of Houses Burned 


and People Destitute. 
Millions of Feet of Lumber Vanish 
| in Flames. 
Bz-Convict John While Arrested 
Near the Scene—Tw> Smailex 
Blazes Queliled.

OTTAWA (Ont.) May 10. — A fire, 
Suspected of being of incendiary ori- 
Gin, this afternoon and evening de- 
Stroyed handreds of houses and wmil- 
Heng of feet of lumber in this city. 
John White, who had just 
leased from 
Serving « term for arson, was caught 
hear where the fire was first discov- 
ered. He was taken to ,the Police 
Stetion, and will be rged with 
Btarting today's conflagration. 

«The fire originated within a stone's 
throw of where the great Hull fire of 
April 26. 1900. was checked. The Hu!! 
fire started on the opposite side of the 
Fiver and apread to the Ottawa side, 
Gestroying millions of doliars’ worth of 
Property. it burned out near where 
the Ottawa and Parry Sound Raliway 
enters the western part of the city, 
end it was in the lumber yaris near 


the raliroads that today’s fire orig- 
faated. / 


An hour before the principal fire 
started. two smatlier biases were dis- 
covered and quickly extinguished i:. 
the lumber yards near the Canadian 
Pacific Natiway. It was 3:30 o clock 
when the third was discovered. When 
‘the brigade did get water, the fire 
Was witteriy beyond its control. It 
ewept along over the same ground that 
the former fire had gone, the onty dir- 
ference being that it was going in the 
opposite direction. The fire area was 
on the fats below a large cliff which 


 @atende from the Ottawa River into 


the corner of Margaret and Preston 
streeia. At two or three points it came 
very near fretting over the cliff, and 
had it done so nothing would have 
saved the city. 

At 9:38 o'clack the fire was under con- 
trol, having been confined to the foilow- 
aren; The Ottawn and Parry Sound 
Raliway on the south, Division street 
on the east, Firet avenue on the weet, 
and the Richmond road on the north. 


Richmond road is about one mile, and 
from First avenue to Division street 
is about one-quarter of a mile. While 
these fires were burning fiercely eager | 
the lumber piles, all the 
the city had been summoned, but were 
forced to remain idle. For an hour not 
a drop of water was thrown into the 
flames. A stiff southwest wind was 
bi . and by the Ume the water 
main been repaired the lumber 
yards were a mass of giowing embers. 
From the lumber yards the fires spread 
to a group of frame houses on the out- 
skirts of the city formerly known 4a 
Rochesterville, but now united to the 
eity. Every house in the settlement 
was destroyed. . 

Another lumber yard in a thinly-set- 
tied section northeast of Rochesterville 
was ewept by the fire in an incredibly 
short time. This brought the fre to 
the more thickly-settied section. After 
leaving the lumber piles the flames 
‘swept over to Pine street, which runs 
east and west, down Willow. Popier

It is difficult to 
place the loss on these. There are 
nearly six hundred families homeless.

Powers Might Have Had the 
Prejerential Treaiment. 


They Failed to Take Father Time 
by the Forelock. 


Interesting Biue Book Issued by 
the Representative of the

WASHINGTON, May 10.—How 
Great Britain, Germany and Italy for 
the asking, could have secured from 
Veneguela a preferential treatment in 
the settlement of their claims, had 
trey asked in time, and thereby been 
relieved of the necessity of an appeal 
to The Hague, with its consequent ex- 
pense and delay, is told in the Blue 
Book, which Herbert W. Bowen, who 
acted as Venezuelan plenipotentiary 
In the peace negotiations at Washing- 
ton, has prepared. The book shows 
that President Castro conferred on 
ltowen two sets of powers, one au- 
thoriging him to conduct negotiations 
exclusively with the representatives of 
the powers, Great Britain, Cer- 
many and Italy, and the other grant- 
ing him full authority to effect a set- 
tlement with the representatives of all 
— having claims against Vene-

He says, however, 
that if the box had been given a sud- 
cen jar at the time the fuse burned 
down to the dynamite, adh explosion 
might have resulted. He said alse that 
he has experimented with the clock- 
work and concluded that it had run 
about five hours when found, and that 
it had about se | hours before oper- 
ating the lever. He does not believe 
that a hoax was intended. 

Inspector McCluskey can advance no 
theory on the case. He said he would 
have to walt untill the results of his 
efforts to learn who sent the box had 
borne some fruit. He hed a score of 
men dork all day endeatoring to 
locate wagon in which the box was 
carried to the Cenard ’

Yet ie it true that without 
these, we should rever rise in the scale 
of intellectual and more! development. 
The more their difficulties hedge them 
about, the more do capable men and 
women arise In their power of thought 
and action to overcome them. 

“Our diMficulties keep us from be- 
coming torpid, inert and helpless of 
self. They act, as spure to urge for- 
ward an otherwise laggard pace tn life. 
They are incitements that keep the 
bieed in our arteries and brains at 
flood tide. They bring out In benefi- 
cent results whatever there ts of ca- 
pacity within us. They develop a 
passion for lsbor, which rewards us 
with increased vitality and strength.

our troubles. It ts out of dificultice 
manifold that men have arisen to 
their present high attainment in civili- 
zation. Men who have the strength of 
thought and will to meet their 
culties shall find that In them is a 
source of power ond peace to bring in- 
expressible coursge and comfort.”
